' CLEVELAND UPI-As the result 
of an investigation 
which 
began 
nearly two months ago, an 
ord­ 
nance cont 
ct for about $8 million 
worth of artillery shells has been 
cancelled at a Bryant H eater plant 
here. 
The Cleveland Ordnance District 
announced the cancellation 
of 
a 
contract for 
“ the 90 
millimeter 
high explosive shell, T91.” 
The investigation 
was 
ordered 
when defective shells were found 
in shipments to the Army. Bryant 
Heater, a division of Affiliated Gas 
Equipment, Inc., 
employs 
about 
300 workers. 
The ordnance announcement hint­ 
ed some legal action might be tak­ 
en. It said the contract was can­ 
celled “ because of alleged contract 
and statutory violations, and con­ 
siderations of governmen* action in 
♦Annection 
therewith 
are 
now 
pending in the Departm ents of the 
Army and Justice.” 
'The action was term ed “ unde­ 
served and unjustified” by Jam es 
A. Hughes, general m anager of 
Bryant Heater. He cited the com ­ 
pany’s record of producing more 
than $1 million w'orth of defense 
goods since 1941 and said the com­ 
pany and employes had cooperated 
fully with an investigation “ to fix 
^ r e blame and punish the few em ­ 
ployes who took 
it 
upon 
them ­ 
selves not to follow standard in­ 
spection procedures.” 
Cancellation of the contract, he 
said, will mean elimination of the 
jobs of nearly 300 persons. 
The ordnance district said it is 
continuing to reinspect the shells 
already delivered.

Advance Peak At Plan 
Won't Stave Off Any 
Opposition, Solon Says 


WASHINGTON LT'— Sen. Richard 
Russell (D-Ga) made it plain to­ 
day that he will not pledge blanket 
support of President Eisenhower’s 
1954 program 
just 
because 
key 
Democrats are to be given an ad­ 
vance outline. 
The leader of a powerful group 
of Southern Democrats in the 
Senate also noted that the almost 
equal division of Congress in ef­ 
fect gives Democrats a potential 
veto power 
over 
anything the 
President requests. 
“ There always is politics in Con­ 
gress during a campaign year un­ 
der our Democratic system ,” Rus­ 
sell said. “ We’ll ha e an exciting 
session.” 
Russell is one of the top D em ­ 
ocratic congressional leaders invit­ 
ed by Eisenhower to hear a White 
House preview of his State of the 
Union message Jan. 5, two days 
before it is presented publicly to 
Congress. 
“ I think it is an excellent idea 
to discuss these issues that con­ 
cern everyone, Democrat; and Re­ 
publicans, with the minority p a r­ 
ty,” Russell said.

SEN. MeCARRAN (D-Nev) said 
he believes the Democrats are be­ 
ing called to the White House af­ 
ter the program had been set.

WASHINGTON UP) — An Eisen­ 
hower administration plan for fun­ 
neling more 
government defense 
work into areas of large unemploy­ 
ment, even though not on low- bid, 
ran into a barrage of heavy criti­ 
cism from Southern legislators to­ 
day, 
foreshadowing 
verbal 
fire­ 
works when Congress meets next 
week. 
Sen. Maybank (D-SC) accused 
President Eisenhower of turning 
his back on his cam paign prom ­ 
ises. Sen. Sparkman (D-Ala) and 
Sen. Hill (D Ala) said the pro­ 
gram violated pledges m ade by 
the GOP Senate leadership last 
July. 
And Sparkm an declared it is not 
true, as Presidential P ress Secre­ 
tary Jam es C. Hagerty said, that 
“ this is the first time a national 
administration 
has 
tried 
to 
do 
something” *.bout chronic regional 
unemployment. 
In Augusta, Hagerty declined to 
comment when asked about the 
policy of the Trum an adm inistra­ 
tion, put into effect in 1952. 
Most criticism has come from 
Southerners who argued that the

Perhaps Your Aches, Pains 
By Virus Commonly Known As 
Caused 
Dollar 


BOSTON IP — Your stomach 
trouble, headache, back pain or 
even an irregular heart might ac­ 
tually be a form of “ money sick­ 
ness” caused by a virus famil­ 
iarly known as the dollar. 
This new wrinkle in diagnosis 
was reported u/day to the Amer- 
jean Assn. for the Advancement 
of Science by a Boston doctor. 
He said various physical sym p­ 
toms can sometimes stem from 
emotional upsets which, in turn, 
car. be brought on by “ money 
problems” of folks in a1, income 
brackets. 
“ Money - sickness,” declared 
Dr. William Kaufman, is 
“ the 
most common psychosomatic ill­ 


ness of our tim e” and yet one 
that is often missed by doctors in 
seeking the underlying cause of 
a physical or emotional symptom. 
Anyone from a miser to a gam 
bier and from chronic 
bargain 
hunters to “ salesmen and execu­ 
tives” who are cozy with their 
won money but lavishly spend on 
“ their company’s expense 
ac­ 
counts,” are candidates for the 
malady, Kaufman told the AAA’s 
120th meeting. 
And, 
besides physical symp­ 
toms like headache, muscle and 
joint pains, or stomach trouble, 
it can takt the form of serious 
emotional disturbances like hys­ 
terical paralysis, depression, anx­ 


iety states or reactions of “ pan­ 
ic.” 
Kaufman, a practitioner of in­ 
ternal 
medicine, 
explained 
it 
somewhat like this: 
The trouble doesn’t necessarily 
come from how much money you 
have or don’t 
have. It 
comes 
from the particular “ meaning” 
you nive come to place on mon­ 
ey and how- you have learned to 
use it. And it could come from 
“ feeling” you nee* more money 
whim actually you don’t. 
F u th e rm o re , it all starts back 
i.i your childhood and it doesn’t 
m atter whether your folks were 
in the heavy chips or had 
to 
struggle for every buck. 


“ One of life’s major disappoint­ 
ments which almost every child 
experiences,” said Kaufman, “ is 
that his parents cannot provide 
him with limitless money. 
“ The manner in which a child 
resolves his early conflicts about 
money will determine some 
of 
his basic personality and charac­ 
ter traits, aspirations and behav­ 
ior patterns.” 
Parental bribing of kids, sub­ 
stitution of money handouts for 
r« a1 love, or overcriticism of a 
child’s every use of money, may 
establish habits which, if uncor­ 
rected, m a ; set the stage for a 
“ money-sickness” 
candidate 
in 
tite r life.

Two Tankers

River Collision 
WILMINGTON, Del. IP—Two big 
Atlantic Refining Co. tank ships, 
one identified by the company as 
of the giant supertanker class, col­ 
lided early today in the foggy Del­ 
aware River. 
Fire followed the collision, but 
was extinguished quickly. 
Five crew m en were 
listed 
as 
missing after the crash. 
The company said 12 crewmen 
jum ped into the river to escape 
the flames, and that seven were 
rescued within a short time. 
There was no immediate report 
of the extent of dam age to the 
vessels. The 19,000-ton Atlantic En­ 
gineer, loaded with 219,000 barrels 
of crude oil from Texas, reported 
all of her crew men safe. 
All of the five men missing, the 
company said, were from the IO,* 
600-ton Atlantic Dealer, which was 
bound for Philadelphia with 9,000 
barrels of gasoline and 114,000 bar­ 
rels of other refined petroleum. 
Seven crewmen were picked up 
by the Chilean Frighter Copiaco, 
which sailed from Philadelphia yes­ 
terday for Baltimore and apparent­ 
ly had been awaiting lifting of the 
fog so it could pass through the 
Chesapeake and Delaware Canal.

Service director, referred to the 
executive order signed by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower Dec. ll. 
The amendment to Selective Ser­ 
vice regulations, Col. Goble said, 
will remove the possibility of evas* 
ion of minimum equitable service 
by a small number of persons who, 
under the former regulations will 
require a minimum of six months’ 
service. 
Under the new regulations, regis­ 
trants who entered active duty in

1948, will be classified as 1-C only

Col. Goble said this change will 
mean an estimated 2,000 to 3,000 
persons throughout the country and 
an estimated 150

classified in 1-C, will be subject to 
reclassification and possible induc­ 
tion.

AN ELEMENTAL WHIRL 
SOME WASHINGTON reporters predict 
that President Eisenhower will ask Con­ 
gress to lift minimum wages from 75 cents 
an hour to 85 cents or more and institute 
a sliding scale aimed at an eventual mini­ 
mum of $1 an hour.

A domestic markets fal­ 
ter, accompanied by declining f o r e i g n 
kets and increasing imports, the productive 
machinery slows down for lack of outlets. 
Thus is unemployment created. 
The deplorable factor is that the federal 
government finds it necessary to thus in­ 
trude its authority into the day-to-day func­ 
tions of business. There is all but universal 
agreement that the government has be­ 
come too powerful. If that trend continues, 
the government conceivably could ulti­ 
mately make all the decisions. 
Perhaps this is inescapable as the na­ 
tion girds to defend itself not only militar­ 
ily but economically. There can be no mili­ 
tary strength without economic strength 
than has a mo^e realistic base than war 
spending. More and more the government 
seem s to be making the broad economic 
decisions as the aftermath of 20 years of 
depression spending and war spending. 
In a situation much of this talk of a less­ 
ening of federal power is more or less aca­ 
demic. The United States seems to be 
caught in one of those elemental whirls to­ 
ward government authority. It is likely to 
become the outstanding characteristic of 
the Twentieth Century. 


‘THEN THERE WAS ONE’ 
THERE ARE SIGNS THAT the Malen­ 
kov triumvirate that took over Soviet rule 
after Stalin’s death may soon be reduced to 
a one-man operation. The Kremlin osten­ 
sibly has been governed by the two remain­ 
ing partners since Beria’s fall from grace, 
but now, according to Western observers, 
Foreign Minister Molotov seems also to be 
headed for a fall. 
It is noted that when the big November 
parades were staged in the Ukranian, Mol­ 
davian and Armenian republics, pictures 
displayed of Molotov were of the same for­ 
mat as those of ordinary presidum m em ­ 
bers. On the other hand portraits of Malen­ 
kov and Kruschchev, the party secretary 
(and Malenkov’s brother-in-law) were king 
size, equalled only by those of Lenin and 
Stalin. 
Besides the relative sizes of publicly dis­ 
played pictures, also carrying a great deal 
of significance in Russia, is the size of type 
used to print an official’s name. It may be 
ominous that Molotov of late has b e e n 
showing up in ordinary print as compared 
with the full capital-letter treatment meted 
out to Malenkov. 
A club to Molotov's status may be given 
at the foreign ministers' conference in 
Last Berlin next month. There can be no 


Most Americans continue to be shocked 
that 22 American boys in Korea wish to re­ 
main in the Communist world. The number 
is a tiny fraction of the total number of 
American troops in Korea. We have been 
given no figures on how' many American 
troops stationed in West Germany and Aus­ 
tria have gone Marxist. 
There must be some. Also, we have not 
been informed about the estimates of be­ 
tween 500 and 900 Americans w'ho have dis­ 
appeared into Communist territory in Chi­ 
na or Siberia or North Korea. Have they 
become Communists? What has become of 
them? 
(Incidentally, if your son is still missing 
in Korea, write your Senator or Represen­ 
tative, and if you please, let me have a 
copy of the letter.) 
As regards the 22 young men w'ho choose 
to remain in Communist territory, why not 
let them have their choice without further 
to-do? It is absurd to say that they do not 
know what they do. By any calculation, 
they are adults. They have gone through 
the maturing experience of wrar. They must 
have argued the question hundreds of times 
in their prison whether they prefer to be 
Communists or Americans. 
Many psychological factors and prac­ 
tical considerations may enter into their 
decision. A soldier may have hated his fa­ 
ther or his mother; he may have been a 
misfit in his home community. Such a boy 
might be tempted to change his w’orld. 
Another might have left a girl behind 
w’ho married someone else while he w'ent 
a-warring. Such a young man could roman­ 
ticize himself into a Werther. Or he might 
have recaptured his love in a companion­ 
ship w’ith a Chinese or Korean or a Russian 
girl w'ho comforted him exotically. 
But it is also possible that some of these 
young men have been converted to t h e 
Marxist church, perhaps b e c a u s e they 
have no church of their own. We register 
our troops as Catholics, Protestants, Jews, 
etc., for purposes of burial if they are kill­ 
ed. But this every really competent chap­ 
lain has discovered: large n u m b e r s of 
troops engage their first religious experi­ 
ence in war; that the challenge of immi­ 
nent death or the pain of wounds, or the 
loneliness in a lost world, or the yearning 
tor the comfort of a mother can only be re­ 
quited by religion, not only by faith but al- 
' most by a personal, an intimate relation­ 
ship to God that comes in prayer. 
It is for this reason that the Chaplain’s 
service is so important for the morale of 
our troops. There are uniformed simple­ 
tons among the brass in our armed 5% v- 
ices who do not understand what they 
themselves have not experienced, and they 
are now engaged in breaking down t h e 
Chaplain Corps. To this, I shall address m y­ 
self more fully in the near future. 
If we are to understand the 22, w’e need 
to know' their religious background, f o r 
only then can we understand the eharac- 
1 ter, the intellectual and spiritual nature of 
f these young men. If they are altogether 
without a religious background, Marxist 
homology as contrasted with Christian the­ 
ology will appeal to them. 
Why limit this consideration to these 22 
: boys? Take such a case as George S. 
Wheeler. Here is a man of education and 
of position. In a letter to the Civil Service 
Commission, dated October ll, 1945, he 
I wrote:

DIET AND HEALTH 


A New Method Which Is Used 
In Checking a Male Cancer 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THE same thing that makes 
cancer of the prostate curable, 
also makes for fewer cures. 
One of the reasons why the 
cure rate of this disease is low Is 
because the tumor produces no 
symptoms in most Instances until 
relatively late However, it is the 
cases that do not produce any 
symptoms that are usually the 
curable cases. 
(n Routine Examination 
It is usually detected by a phy­ 
sician when he does a routine 
examination of the patient. In 
this procedure, he may do a 
rectal examination and at th at 
time he may feel a hard nodule 
in the prostate gland. If this is 
discovered, a sample of the tis­ 
sues should be examined to de­ 
termine if a cancer exists. In this 
early stage, many men can be 
cured of this type of cancer. 
It has been estimated that at 
least three million men In this 
country are suffering from can­ 
cer of the prostate. 
Early Symptom 
One of the first symptoms of 
this disease may be a difficulty in 
urination with pain and burning. 
There may even be blood in the 
urine. Other symptoms may be 
pain In the bones and joints, 
since 
cancer 
of 
the 
prostate 
spreads readily through the body 
to the bones and joints. 
Recently, some of these cases 


were treated with injections of 
radioactive gold. Since it does not 
spread its radioactive properties 
too far, it causes little damage to 
the surrounding tissues. Some 
damage to the rectum may occur. 
It Is believed by some that the 
radioactive gold helps to form a 
thick fibrous ring around the 
prostate, preventing the spread 
of the cancer to other organs. 
^ 
Other Treatments 
The giving of female hormone 
and the removal of the prostate 
are 
usually 
helpful 
forms of 
treatment. 
These procedures help check 
the spread of the disease and also 
remove the primary source. 
All 
in all, the outlook for 
patients with prostate cancer is 
becoming better every day lf the 
disease is detected early enough. * 
T hat is one reason why re g u la r* 
physical examinations, including 
checking of the prostate gland, 
are so important rn the middle- 
aged and elderly.

Every Soviet town has its house 
or “ palace” of Young Pioneers. 
Theoretically, all Soviet children 
are .members of the Young Pio­ 
neers. But those who frequent the 
palaces are the one who get spe­ 
cial attention until they resemble 
little robots, responding automat­ 
ically to commands. The stress is 
upon development of talent, party 
education and discipline. 
During a trip to a half dozen 
Soviet republics, I visited some of 
these Pioneer palaces. The one in 
Tashkent, 
capital of the Uzbek 
S.S.R., seems fairly typical. I went 
there 
one Sunday 
unannounced, 
and after some argument with the 
guard at the gate and .showing my 
impressive Red police pass, I was 
allowed to go in. I was a problem 
to the woman in charge, but she 
took me in tow for a guided tour. 
Fortunately for her, things had 
Peen arranged in anticipation of 
visits from a number of “ delega­ 
tions” including Brazilians, Indo­ 
nesians and Mongolians. 
Theie were no more than 50 
children in the building, with an 
equal number in the yard outside. 
The rest of the children of Tash- j 
kent 
(population 
600,000) 
were 
about other pursuits in the streets 
and parks. Those in the palace— 
a long, rambling two-story build­ 
ing surrounded by a slogan-decked 
fence—were the cream of the tal­ 
ent the Pioneers could boast in 
an equal number of young Uzbeks 
and young Russians. Obediently, 
they awaited quietly the guests’ 
arrival. They were all done up in 
their Sunday best, all wearing red 


I neckerchiefs s y rn b o I i z ing the 
Young Pioneer organization. 
I 
was 
shown 
the 
“ Kabinet,” 
where 
children 
ranging in 
age 
from about 7 to 14 discuss Young 
Pioneer business gravely—like a 


i “ little government,” 
the 
guide 
I said. Such a meeting apparently 
already had been arranged. 
In another room, 18 boys and 
girls bent over chessboards play­ 
ing a simultaneous match with a 
local chess master. 
In other rooms I was shown 
children’s handicraft, painting and 
sculpture, some of it remarkably 
good, 
and 
their 
biological 
and 
zoological collections. A class of 
children in costume was learning 
Uzbek folk dances. A group of 
three 
young 
accordionists 
used 
Italian and German instruments 
under an instructor’s eye. 
The children were extremely shy 
with me, and later, with the dele­ 
gations. There were no bubbling, 
rambunctious kids such as one 
might expect to find in that age 
bracket in any large group. Some­ 
how they seemed spiritless. The 
talent was there, beyond question, 
and the training was there, but the 
childhood was not. Gravely they 
did everything they were told to do 
without hesitation or questions. 
The Brazilian delegation, ushered 
in by a Fortuguese-speaking guide, 
was obviously impressed. 
Fresh 
from the Communist World Feder­ 
ation of Trade Unions Congress in 
Vienna, the Brazilians were ex­ 
pressively enthusiastic about So­ 
viet youth. They gave the impres­ 
sion that they took these children 
as typical of all Communist-reared 
youth, although just outside in the 
streets, as in the streets of any 
Soviet 
capital, 
many 
a 
young 
tough can be seen—loud and rowdv 
cigarette smoking boys who 
al­ 
ready have begun to scratch for a 
living. Children of the better class 


Communists 
are 
shielded 
from 
such influences. 
The process begins in the nurs­ 
ery. Since most Soviet mothers 
work children of 3 or 4 are sent 
to “ Dyetskavas”—nurseries—to be 
cared tor and trained during the 
working day by Russian nurses 
and teachers. In any Soviet streets, 
children can be seen in groups of 
50 or more going through their 
paces 
with 
teachers 
watching. 
They are molded into the Russian 
and Communist mold. 
They will grow up as Uzbek 
Russians, Tadjik Russians, Kazakh 
Russians, 
Azerbaijan 
Russians 
Since all their affairs w ill be in the 
Rusian language, as the years go 
by they will nave less and les> 
use for their own. 
Shielded from information from 
the outside world which does not 
fit into the Communist pattern, the 
children become obedient servants 
of a Communist society. 
Many escape the rigid pattern, 
however. 
As the 
Soviet 
middle 
class continues to grow, more and 
more others are attempting to give 
up working so they may rear their 
children themselves. 
A tremendous amount of attern, 
tion is given to children by the 
Communist party and Soviet go\ 
ernment. The education network 
is growing constantly because no 
highly 
industrialized 
nation 
can 
hope to survive in today’s world 
without a broad base of education. 
But Communist education comes 
first.

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Safety Committee Reports Temperature Affects Skids 


Melting Point 


Is Worst For 


Ice Traction . 


Chains Discovered 
Best For Avoiding 
Sliding, Slipping 


Does tem perature a f f e c t an 
auto's stopping ability on ice? 
Yes—and that answer comes 
with authoritative emphasis from 
a group of engineers and automo­ 
tive experts who braved chill 
winds on a frozen Wisconsin lake 
to find answers for the National 
Safety Council’s committee on 
Winter driving hazards. 
When the temperature was zero, 
the average stopping distance on 
glare ice from 20 mph was 110 feet. 
But 
at 32 degrees—the 
melting 
point—it took 250 feet to stop at the 
sam e speed—a difference of 140 
feet or almost a quarter of a block. 
“ The driver who starts out on an 
icy road early in the morning while 
if s still cold 
finds 
traction 
and 
stopping ability fairly good.’’ said 
Ralph A. Moyer, traffic research 
engineer for the University of Cali­ 
fornia and chairm an of the com­ 
mittee. “ But as the sun comes out 
and the tem perature 
rises, 
he 
doesn't realize that the ice will be­ 
come 
much 
more 
treacherous. 
When he finds he can't stop in time 
to avoid an accident, it s often too 
late.” 
» • • 
TOE COMMITTEE, in two new 
booklets summarizing its test find­ 
ings, lists tem perature changes as 
one of the three most important 
reasons for Winter traffic acci­ 
dents. The others are reduced visi­ 
bility and inadequate traction. 
In addition to describing effec­ 
tive Winter driving techniques, the 
booklets evaluate the mechanical 
helps available to motorists 
Tire chains are rated as the best 
self-help, with tests proving their 
ability to cut braking distance 
in 
half on either snow or ice and to in­ 
crease pulling traction four to sev­ 
en tim es. 
Reinforced tire chains, so-call­ 
ed because cross chains are rein­ 
forced with projecting teeth or 
cleats, are 
recommended 
be­ 
cause of their power to resist 
side skids as well as to provide 
stop-and go traction. 
The committee also tested 25 dif­ 
ferent specialized tires of the snow­ 
ing or winterized type. The conclu­ 
sion was that, while some of the 
tires had advantages under certain 
conditions, their overall improve­ 
ment w as not great enough to war­ 
rant less care or precaution when 


driving on slippery surfaces and 
| their performance was far below 
I that of chains. 
Stabilizing 
attachments — often 
term ed “ inertia” or “ gyro” 
anti­ 
skid devices—which are installed 
i under the rear frame of the car 
j were tested by both expert and 
I average drivers. The tests failed to 
prove that the devices were effec­ 
tive in preventing skidding on ice 
I and snow.

UNIT CHAINS — sometimes call- 
1 cd emergency chains—were tested 
bv the committee. Consisting of 
three or four units strapped indivi- 
| dually to a tire, the chains 
gave 
better traction than bare tires but 
I were greatly inferior to full chains. 
The committee even warned that 
skidding is “ likely to be caused by 
the 
frictional 
forces 
developed 
when one unit chain on one tire is 
j in contact with the ice and on the 
I other side of the vehicle only 
the 
unprotected tire area between tho 
unit chains is in contact with 
the 
j ice.” 
The booklets also offer advice on 
how to use the brakes when 
stop­ 
ping on ice, how to start in second 
gear and with automatic transmis-
